Millage Facts 


Q. Why is it that there are 
some teachers who have retir­ 
ed and since have returned to 
teaching to collect full teaching 
salaries?

Dubcek Assures

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Proposals 2 And 3 


First efforts to amend the 1963 Michigan 
Constitution are being made in Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion. Voters will ballot on three proposals: 
No. I, to establish a Judicial Tenure Com­ 
mission to make recommendations to the Mich­ 
igan Supreme Court on the continuation of judges 
in office when their fitness is questioned. (The 
Press recommends a “Yes” vote.) 
No. 2, to establish a State Officers Compen­ 
sation commission. 
No. 3 to authorize the Governor to fill ju­ 
dicial vacancies by appointment. 
This editorial is concerned with Proposals 
2 and 3. 


The Press opposes Proposal 2 to create a 
state officers Compensation commission with 
the power to set the salaries of legislators and 
of the governor, lieutenant governor and justices 
jf the Michigan Supreme Court. The commission 
would be made up of 7 members appointed by the 
governor and the salaries it set would be final 
unless rejected by a two-thirds vote in each house 
of the Legislature, a degree of legislative unan­ 
imity that’s hard to achieve in other matters. 
Before 1948 the salaries of legislators, the 
governor and lieutenant governor was fixed in 
the state constitution, while the salaries of jus­ 
tices were fixed by statute. In 1948 the constitu­ 
tion was amended to authorize the Legislature to 
determine by statute the compensation of its 
own members and those of the governor and 
lieutenant governor, but provided that no change 
in compensation could be made during the cur­ 
rent term of office. 
There’s both public and government dis­ 
satisfaction with the present method of setting 
salaries by legislation action, but the dissatisfac­ 
tion hasn’t prevented the Legislature from in­ 
creasing its ow n salaries and expense allowances 
from $2,900 a year in 1949 to the present $15,000 
yearly. 
In the same period the governor’s salary has 
increased from $22,000 to $40,000, the lieuten­ 
ant governor’s from $5,900 to $22,000 and jus­ 
tices of the supreme court from $12,000 to $35,- 
doo. 


Historically mast state legislatures were pro­ 
hibited from fixing their own salaries by con­ 
stitutional provisions setting up specific amounts 
or imposing a ceiling. Because this method tended 
to freeze legislative salaries, it being so difficult 
to amend a constitution, most of the states (30) 
nowr allow their legislatures to set salaries by 
legislative act. 
Tile interest in establishing a commission to 
set legislators’ salaries comes mostly from states 
with restrictive constitutional limits. No such 
limits apply in Michigan, which is now near the 
top of the ladder in paying its legislators, thanks 
to their own good care of their own interests. 
It can be argued in support of the compensa­ 
tion commission method of fixing legislative 
salaries that we now do something of the same 
kind with our State Civil Service Commission 
fixing the rates of compensation of state em­ 
ployes in classified service. 
But the public would have less inspection 
of legislators’ pay under a compensation com­ 
mission than it now' does under legislative ac­ 
tion. And, since the Legislature would keep ulti­ 
mate control of the process even under the com­ 
pensation plan, it does not propose a public bene­ 
fit of a size worth the cost and commotion. We 
fear it would create a lobby for increased pay 
for legislators and they’ve already demonstrated 
that they can take very good care of themselves 
at the taxpayers’ expense. Governor Romney 
had to veto a bill they enacted to make them­ 
selves exempt from Lansing’s income tax in the 
last session. 
The Press recommends a “No” vote on Pro­ 
posal 2.

Proposal 3 would authorize the governor to 
fill judicial vacancies in any court of record or 
in the district court by appointment, where the 
vacancy was created by death, removal or resig­ 
nation. The governor could not appoint judges 
to newly created judgeships, like Michigan’s new 
district courts. 
Until 1964 governors filled judicial vacan­ 
cies, but the 1963 constitution requires that all 
judges must be elected, thereby removing all ap­ 
pointive powers. 
The proposed amendment w'ould allow a per­ 
son appointed to a judgeship to be eligible for 
election to the vacated post, and would designate 
the appointed judge as an incumbent on the bal­ 
lot. At present only elected judges have such 
designation. 
The question raised by the proposed amend­ 
ment is whether it’s better to fill judgeships by 
election or appointment. There’s impressive sup­ 
port for both plans. 
Proponents of appointment say it permits 
more selective screening of judicial quality than 
the elective process, and also that a short term 
appointment gives the electorate a chance to 
judge the appointee.

Michigan has shown a strong preference for 
%n elective judiciary and it has been argued that 
an appointment serves the ends of the governor’s 
political party as much as the ends of judicial 
quality. Unquestionably it gives the appointee an 
advantage over other candidates. 
Hie Board of Commissioners of the State 
Bar of Michigan uige the public to vote “Yes” 
mi Proposal 3 as best suited to the ends of jus­ 
tice as viewed by Michigan’s lawyers. 
The best thinking of the state, presumably, 
went into the rewriting of the Michigan consti­ 
tution only 5 years ago and it favored the elec­ 
tion of all judges of courts of record. Now we’re 
being told it would be better to fill vacancies by 
appointment than by election. We counsel a 
“Yes” vote, but without much enthusiasm.

The other day in Baltimore a 
grand jury charged ll men with 
a part in one or more of six 
bank robberies between Feb. 22 
and July IO, 1968.

Police officers from cities of 
a million or more pooulation 
have told this reporter that in 
their areas less than a thousand

FBI Still Is Without 
Airplane Hijack Cure 


WASHINGTON <APi — The 
FBI today released 
a booklet 
outlining ways airline personnel 
can help it handle almost any 
crime, including the one that 
currently is getting the most at­ 
tention-hijacking. 
The booklet. however, offers 
no helpful hints on how to pre­ 
vent hijacking. 
The omission tends to under­ 
score a qu an d ry facing not only 
government sleuths, bid the air­ 
line industry as well which con­ 
cedes little is being done or can 
be done to prevent the crime. 
An FBI spokesman said the 
new booklet, entitled “ Airlines 
and The FB I.” was planned be­ 
fore the current rash of hijack­ 
ings. But he said it was a revi­ 
sion of one that first came out 
during a spectacular series of

Take-Over Danger 
From Dissidents

American universities are not to 
be the scene of further disrup- 
tion and violence, they must take 
the lead in meeting the problems 
of student unrest, 2,300 Univer­ 
sity of Michigan summer gradu­ 
ates were told Sunday. 
In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery at the commencement ex­ 
ercises, Prof. John P. Dawson 
of the Harvard University Law 
School 
said

“ Universities 
are 
organized 
as a proving 
ground
